the East Jordan school board. 
At the December 14 meeting, Superintendent 


Hanson outlined the successful completion of 


75 percent of board goals including: 

— Meeting North Central Association 
accreditation requirements. 

— Development of district-wide personnel 
evaluation procedures. 

— Development of a comprehensive K-12 


‘counseling program to be implemented as of 


Fall 1993. 

— Reduction of shared (between buildings) 
instructional staff. The support staff is presently 
being evaluated with the same goal. 

- Assessment of self-esteem and post- 
secondary preparatory programs. A survey of 
177 recent graduates revealed the following 
results: 

30 percent went on to college (35 percent is 
the national average). Of these graduates, 85 
percent remain in their college program. 

Two percent attended vocational trade 
schools. 

Five percent of the survey group were 
unemployed, a more positive figure than the 
national average. 

Of those employed, 74 percent are in low 
wage, non-benefit positions. Although this 
reflects the national trend, it is cause for alarm to 
the board. 

Students today are growing up in a higher- 
staked world than their parents. The school 
board believes the level of expectation from the 
district will directly effect future attitudes of 
students and parents toward post-high school 
education. 

Therefore the importance of the curriculum 
cannot be understated. High standards will 
increase the students’ future chances of lifetime 
employability. 

Other completed 1992 goals are: 

— Development of a K-12 outcome-based 
curriculum for language arts, science and 
technology. 

Through the efforts of business and 
accounting teacher Jerry Hawes, a new 
Business Services Technology (BST) will begin 
serving East Jordan High School students in 
Fall 1993. 

Mr. Hawes developed a program which will 
expose students to 72 skill areas in business 
technology. The foundation of the program will 
be computer literacy and general business. 

Implementation of the BST program will 
include purchase of computers and instructional

Don Schleicher had been retired for 14 years 
by the time we had our first opportunity to meet. 


. On that day we sat down to talk about what had 


transpired over the years to shape and influence 
his life into the gratifying experience it has been. 

He had prepared a few notes to present the 
facts in proper sequence but they weren’t 
referred to very often, as he seemed more 
comfortable speaking from the heart. For the 
next hour, he spelled out a beautiful story. - 

“All this began when our son came into our 
life,” he explained, as he searched for a 
beginning point. He and his wife, Ruth, had no 
children and were adopting a son. 

When the nurse presented the four-hour old 
baby to them instead of handing him to his new 
mother, she handed him to Don. At that 
moment, as Don recalled, “My knees turned to 
water!” Deeply moved by the experience, he 
interpreted it as a message from the Lord. 

Up until that time, life had been lacking in 
some respects but Don was uncertain what 
changes should be made. “I was like Popeye: ‘I 
am, what I am, what I am’,“ he stated. 

At that time, a message a Baptist pastor had 
given him came to mind: “Whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall be saved. 
“Romans: 10:13. This bible verse took on a 
special meaning for Schleicher and he credits it 
for helping him make the positive changes in his 
life. 

In taking the new direction and pursuing the 
study of the bible he was gratified to read in the 
book of Corinthians: ‘By the grace of God, fam 
what Iam.’ 

It was not altogether unlikely that Don would 
enter into the ministry, as his grandfather 
preached for 54 years in the Michigan area and 
his father also spent a number of years in the 
ministry. Through them, Don was familiarized 
with the Methodist and Congregational faiths. 
For the most part, however, Don wasn’t 
considering the ministry for himself. 

Born in Melvin and brought up in Port Huron, 
Don, and his wife Ruth never were very far 
apart. Ruth’s home was Harbor Beach in the 
Thumb area and as they exchanged experiences 
years later they discovered their paths had come 
close to crossing many times before they 
actually met. 

Ruth feels these stories indicate a 
predestination and admits that when they 
actually did meet, after the first blind date, there 
was no doubt that Don was the one she could be 
happy with. 

— They were married shortly thereafter and it 
would have been sooner, according to Don, “If 
I had gotten around to get the license earlier!” 

When the Baptist gospel preacher called on the 
Schleichers one day, he apparently did not 
impress them too much, except that he did leave 
‘with a quote from the book of Romans that later 
came to. mean so much to Don. 

Don remembers he sat down and prayed after 

‘supper, admitting his life was not complete and 
“If this the way to salvation ... the Lord. has

touched my life ... shortly after that I was called 
to preach.” ; 

It took Ruth almost two years to become in 
favor of the decision he had made but they did 
keep searching for the direction they should go. 
Don enrolled in a Mountain Preacher’s Bible 
School in Pineville, Kentucky, a school 
designed to educate older men and one that 
would allow him to bring along his wife and 
baby. 

In order to make that move, the couple had to 
rent out the house Ruth had inherited from the 
sale of her father’s farm. That rent, $45 a 
month, was their income. 

After a period of time, not having the sanction 
of his father for this venture, Don became 
discouraged and returned to Michigan. He was 
assigned to several churches but, for various 
reasons, felt a loss of motivation and considered 
going back to General Motors where his better- 
paying job was still waiting for him. 

When it actually came to signing up for work 
there he just could not do it, saying to himself, 
“If I have been saved, I cannot quit.” 

He prayed for an answer and later concluded, 
“The Lord wants me to go to the Congregational 
Church.” Within 90 days he was called by the 
Congregational Conference for an interview. 
After several sessions he was told that Central 
Lake, a town in northern Michigan, wanted a 
bible preaching minister in their Congregational 
Church. 

The Schleichers felt they were going to the 
“ends of the earth,” but when they drove up 
over the hill below Bellaire and saw the view, 
he told Ruth he thought they were “coming into 
paradise.” 

The rest is history. They immediately received 
a warm welcome from the 32 active members, 
for (as Don put it) “They were hungry for a 
bible minister.” 


“Things took off and grew,” Don remembers, 


and they were able to accomplish impressive 
improvements in the church facility. A complete 
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basement was dug out under the church 
building, providing them with a ‘large kitchen 


- and meetingroom. ~~ 


Later they added a Sunday School wing. All 
these improvements were made possible by the 
efforts of the industrious church members. and 
their new minister, He had initiated an 8-8:30 
a.m Sunday morning ‘early bird’ service forthe 
“resorters” and had great response. Their 
generous contributions to the building fund 
demonstrated their appreciation. 

During the 26 years he was minister in Central 
Lake, Don was an important part of several 
generations of families officiating at weddings, 
christenings and funerals, not to mention each 
Sunday morning with a timely message and 
Sunday School education for the young people. 
He has enjoyed countless rewards as people 
express their gratitude for the inspiration he has 
given them and their families. . 

Don retired in 1977, sold their home on the 
bay and, for a time, filled in for vacationing 
ministers until his health began to fail him and 
he felt he should give that up. 

It was a while before they were able to 
diagnose his frontal lobe stroke but, in the 
meantime, he did receive an effective 
medication. Fortunately, that same medication 
allows him to enjoy a reasonably active life in 
their small home on Knowles Creek in Central 
Lake. Their son, Joe, and his family live in 
nearby Traverse City, making frequent visits 
possible. 

There’s a great deal of warmth in Don’s 
expression as he describes how he feels about 
Central Lake and how he has enjoyed being 
here. Little did that woman realize the full 
importance of what she was doing as she 
handed Don that four-hour-old miracle, his very 
own son.

In 1991, five deaths

No one died 
in fires resulting from 
wood stoves and 
fireplaces; however, 
eight persons were 
injured. The total cost 
associated with both 


exceeded $10 million 
last year. 


Wood heating fires 3 


increased steadily 


- from the late 1970s to 


1983, when the Mich- 
igan State Police Fire 
Marshal Division re- 
ported 2,708 wood 
stove and fireplace 
incidents and over 
3,400 blazes origina- 
ting in chimneys. 
Since that time, these 
accidents have de- 
creased significantly. 
In 1991, there were 
739 fires resulting 
from wood stove and 
fireplace heating and 


The lower incidence 


of such fires is due in: 


part to the decreased 
reliance upon wood 
for home heating over 
the past several years, 
said Terry Buckles, 
president of Michigan 
Association of Insur- 
ance Companies.
